To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  nineteenth  Annual 
Report  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
administration. 

Under  the  Divisionai  Health  scheme  your  Medicai 
Officer  of  Health  is  also  Divisional  Medical  Officer  for  the 
West  Riding  County  Council’s  local  health  services  and  has 
similar  functions  in  the  Borough  of  Todmorden,  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Ripponden  and  Sowerby  Bridge,  and  the  Rural 
District  of  Hepton.  The  County  Council  is  now  proposing  to 
amalgamate  the  Todmorden  and  Brighouse  divisions  to  form 
a larger  unit  which  would  have  eight  constituent  district  coun- 
cils and  would  include  ail  the  county  area  served  by  the 
Halifax  hospitals. 

In  Hebden  Royd,  the  vital  statistics  for  1965  show  that 
the  birth  rate  has  returned  to  its  normal  level  after  its  abrupt 
fali  in  the  previous  year.  The  birth  rate  is  now  14.2,  but  even 
when  one  makes  allowances  for  the  abnormal  age  structure  of 
the  local  community,  the  resultant  figure  of  17.3  is  still  low 
by  national  standards.  This  year,  both  the  infant  mortality 
rate  and  the  still  birth  rate  are  remarkably  low,  but  one 
hesitates  to  draw  conclusions  from  these  as  both  rates  are 
based  on  very  small  numbers  and  are  thus  subject  to  con- 
siderable variation  from  year  to  year. 

The  death  rate  has  dropped  from  the  high  level  of  the 
previous  two  years,  and  at  15.1  it  is  now  about  average  for 
the  district.  Even  the  adjusted  death  rate  of  13.1  is  higher 
than  that  experienced  by  most  other  parts  of  the  country.  The 
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Commonest  causes  of  death  were  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases,  and  the  incidence  in  Hebden  Royd,  7.91  per  thous- 
and population,  is  the  highest  in  the  administrative  county. 

Almost  every  annual  report  of  your  Medical  Officer  of 
Healtn  nas  drawn  attention  to  the  disproportionate  number 
of  eiderly  people  in  the  district  and  deaths  have  outnumbered 
births  in  seventeen  of  the  past  nineteen  years.  In  addition, 
the  iigures  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  confirm  that  there 
has  been  a steady  decline  in  the  population  over  this  period. 
The  Council  is  fully  aware  of  these  trends,  and  although 
severely  hampered  in  finding  suitable  sites  in  these  narrow 
valleys,  is  now  embarking  on  a much  more  ambitious  building 
programme  which  should  help  to  attract  people  to  the  district 
in  addition  to  providing  homes  with  proper  amenities  for  those 
displaced  by  the  clearance  of  unfit  dwellings.  The  Council  is 
also  considering  the  controversial  subject  of  central  area  re- 
development, but  even  if  accepted,  such  proposals  on  essen- 
tially a long-term  measure.  The  newly-formed  Civic  Trust  has 
already  made  an  impact  with  criticism,  advice  and  practical 
help  in  improving  the  appearance  of  the  district  and  it  is  en- 
couraging to  find  this  spontaneous  desire  to  do  something 
about  sombre  buildings  and  derelict  sites,  of  which  West 
Yorkshire  has  far  too  many. 

Measles  was  again  prevailant  in  Hebden  Royd  in  1965 
and  64  cases  were  notified.  Vaccination  was  offered  to  one 
age  group  in  1964  in  a scheme  sponsored  by  the  Medical 
Research  Council,  and  this  year  the  remainder  of  the  children 
who  had  registered  received  their  two  doses  of  vaccine  as 
supplies  became  available.  There  was  a good  response  but 
we  shall  now  have  to  wait  until  the  results  of  the  follow-up 
investigations  have  been  assessed  before  considering  a more 
comprehensive  programme.  In  the  meantime  vaccine  is  avail- 
able through  the  Executive  Council’s  services  for  any  child 
whose  doctor  recommends  protection  against  measles. 

Sixteen  notifications  of  dysentery  were  received,  the 
highest  number  for  ten  years.  The  affected  households  were 
situated  throughout  the  district  and  investigations  did  not 
reveal  any  common  source  of  infection.  These  cases  produced 
a considerable  amount  of  extra  work  for  the  health  depart- 
ment, and  in  all,  100  specimens  were  submitted  for  laboratory 
examination.  In  addition,  cases  and  their  contacts  had  to  be 
advised  on  precautions  which  should  be  taken,  particularly 
with  regard  to  personal  hygiene.  Sporadic  notifications  give 
weight  to  the  theory  that  there  is  a reservoir  of  infection  in 
the  community,  either  in  unrecognised  and  symptomless 
carriers  or  in  cases  so  mild  as  not  to  warrant  laboratory 
investigation.  If  this  is  the  case,  the  sanitary  conditions  in 
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Hebdeii  Royd  would  do  much  to  encourage  the  spread  of 
infection.  As  tne  Public  Beaitn  Inspector  reports,  one  house 
in  six  is  still  sharing  a toilet  and  42%  of  houses  have  no 
wash  hand  basins. 

The  problem  of  houses  without  modern  amenities  is 
being  dealth  with  in  two  ways,  by  the  clearance  of  mint 
dwellings  and  by  giving  improvement  grants  to  sound  houses 
with  a reasonahl  expectation  of  life.  1 he  Clearance  programme 
is  now  proceeding  steadily  ; 53  houses  were  demolished  in 
the  course  of  the  year  and  representations  were  submitted  in 
respect  of  a further  68.  New  council  property,  now  in  the 
course  of  construction,  will  help  to  compensate  for  these 
demolitions.  Improvement  grant  applications  continue  to  be 
received  and  approved  at  the  rate  of  about  40  each  year  and 
this  scheme  is  giving  a new  lease  of  life  to  many  soundly 
constructed  properties  of  the  older  type  ih  the  district.  There 
is  still  a general  reluctance  on  the  part  of  landlords  to  invest 
in  amenities  for  their  tenants,  and  elderly  people,  whether 
tenants  or  owner-occupiers,  often  do  not  want  the  disturbance 
or  cannot  afford  the  incidental  cost,  so  it  will  be  many  years 
before  we  can  claim  that  every  house  has  proper  facilities. 

The  services  available  for  old  people  in  the  district  have 
continued  to  develop.  Following  upon  the  success  of  the 
special  housing  units  for  the  aged  which  have  a resident 
warden  and  an  intercommunication  system,  a warden  has 
now  been  appointed  to  supervise  some  20  old  people  living 
in  their  own  homes  in  Hebden  Bridge.  Although  less  effective 
in  view  of  the  scattered  distribution  of  her  charges  and  the 
lack  of  a call  system,  she  does  give  a useful  service  and 
imparts  a sense  of  security.  The  Old  People’s  Welfare  Com- 
mittee, which  co-ordmates  the  activities  of  the  various  clubs 
in  the  district,  has  now  started  to  operate  a Meals  on  Wheels 
service  to  house-bound  old  people.  Although  the  actual  meals 
are  subsidised  by  the  County  Council  they  are  distributed  by 
voluntary  workers  in  a van  most  generously  donated  for  this 
purpose.  The  service  is  very  much  appreciated  and  will,  I am 
sure,  extend  as  quickly  as  helpers  can  be  found. 

The  chiropody  scheme  continued  with  a small  reduction 
in  the  number  of  patients  treated,  but  there  was  an  increase 
in  the  number  of  treatments  given.  In  the  year,  465  patients 
received  2,465  treatments  at  the  clinic  and  a further  251 
patients  who  were  unable  to  attend  at  the  clinic  received  1 ,240 
treatments  at  home.  The  fact  that  35%  of  patients  require 
home  treatment  is  an  indication  of  their  increasing  age  and 
infirmity,  and  of  the  difficulties  which  to  many  experience  of 
getting  out  at  all  on  these  steep  hill-sides,  especially  in  the 
winter  months. 
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In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness,  patience  and  co-operation,  and  to 
thank  Mr.  Tindall,  The  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector,  for 
his  most  willing  assistance  in  helping  me  to  tackle  the 
numerous  problems  of  the  Health  Department.

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Section  II 

General  Provision  of  Health  Services 

A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hebden  Royd  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Manage- 
ment Committee  (National  Health  Service).  Included  in  this 
group  are  the  Halifax  General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary,  St.  John’s  Hospital  (for  the  aged  and  chronic  sick), 
Northowram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  Todmor- 
den  Fielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in  children), 
a id  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub- 
normal patients. 

Maternity  Beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General 
Hospital.  Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases, 
mothers  expecting  their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatis- 
factory home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Ortho- 
paedic Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.),  outside  the 
Halifax  area  are  available  when  required  ; they  are  situated 
in  various  parts  of  the  so-called  “ Leeds  Hospital  Region  " 
which  in  fact  extends  into  all  three  Ridings. 

B Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  Service  Todmorden  Depot,  Tel. 
Todmorden  2121,  covers  Hebden  Bridge  but  not  Mytholm- 
royd,  which  is  covered  by  the  Halifax  Corporation  Ambu- 
lance Service,  under  an  agency  agreement  for  hospital  ad- 
missions. For  other  work  arrangements  are  made  through 
the  W.R.C.C.  Brighouse  Ambulance  Depot. 

C,  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
Service  (directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the 
Ministry  of  Health)  at  central  laboratories  in  Wakefield  and 
Bradford  and  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion  Service  at 
Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin,  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  avail- 
able at  the  Northowram  Hall  Hospital  and  the  Royal  Halifax 
Infirmary  for  issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them. 
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By  arrangement  with  the  Regional  Hospital  Board  supplies 
of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also  kept  at  the  Divisional  Health 
Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden,  for  the  use  of 
medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of  reagents 
for  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have 
undertaken  to  participate  in  the  West  Riding  County  Coun- 
cil’s schemes  of  immunisation.  Poliomyelitis  vaccine  is  also 
issued,  in  accordance  with  approved  arrangements.

W.R.C.C.  Preventive  Health  Services 

A.  Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

PITT  STREET  CLINIC,  HEBDEN  BRIDGE.  The 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  was  held  here  every 
Wednesday  and  Thursday  afternoon  with  a doctor  in  atten- 
dance on  Thursday  afternoon  (Wednesdays  from  September 
1st),  together  with  the  Health  Visitors.  Sunlight  clinics  were 
held  every  Tuesday  and  Friday  during  the  winter  months. 

SCOUT  ROAD  METHODIST  SUNDAY  SCHOOL. 
The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  at  Mytholmroyd  is 
held  on  Wednesday  afternoons  with  a doctor  in  attendance 
on  alternate  weeks.

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PROVISION  OF  WELFARE  FOODS,  ETC 

National  Dried  Milk,  Cod  Liver  Oil,  Orange  Juice,  etc., 
are  distributed  at  the  Centre  and  a variety  of  brands  of  dried 
milk  and  other  infant  foods  are  sold  at  the  Child  Welfare 
Centre  for  the  convenience  of  mothers. 

CARE  OF  PREMATURE  INFANTS 

Special  equipment  and  nursing  staff  are  available  for  use 
in  the  homes  in  cases  requiring  them. 

PROVISION  OF  MATERNITY  OUTFITS 

These  are  provided  free  to  mothers  preparing  for  con- 
finement in  their  own  homes. 


C.  Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home 

MIDWIFERY  SERVICE 

The  West  Riding  County  Council  employ  two  full-time 
midwives  in  the  Hebden  Royd  area.  One  nurse  is 
responsible  for  the  work  in  the  Hebden  Bridge  and 
Hepton  districts ; the  other  nurse’s  area  covers  the 
Mytholmroyd,  Luddenden  Foot  and  Midgley  districts.

ANALGESIA 

The  midwives  are  trained  in  the  administration  of  trilene 
and  gas  and  air  analgesia  and  provided  with  the  neces- 
sary equipment.  Analgesia  is  available  to  all  mothers 
desiring  it,  subject  to  satisfactory  medical  examination. 

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 

There  are  two  full-time  Home  Nurses  working  in  the 
Hebden  Royd  Urban  District. 


D,  Health  Visiting 

The  duties  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those 
of  School  Nurse.  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act  the  scope  of  this  service  includes  home  visiting  for  the 
purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the  care  of  children  and  persons 
(including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/or  expectant  and 
nursing  mothers.  The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice  in  the 
home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of 
infection. 
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E.  Home  Helps 

The  recruitment  of  suitable  women  to  be  Home  Helps 
again  proved  to  be  difficult.  During  1965,  99  cases  were 
attended  by  Home  Heips,  and  the  total  number  of  hours 
worked  was  10,697  as  compared  with  10,248  hours  the 
previous  year. 

In  accordance  with  the  National  Health  Service  Act, 
the  County  Council  provide  domestic  help  for  households 
“ where  such  help  is  required  owing  to  the  presence  of  any 
person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  mentally 
defective,  aged,  or  a child  not  over  compulsory  school  age.” 

Of  the  99  cases  attended  in  1965,  Home  Helps  were 
provided  for  the  following  reasons  96  aged  and  chronic 
sick,  3 maternity.

She  is  also 
responsible  for  visiting  patients  at  home  and  helps  to  trace 
and  supervise  their  contacts.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Health  Committee 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

1 have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  sixteenth  annual 
report  as  your  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Cleansing 
Superintendent. 

During  the  year  the  greatest  number  of  inspections  was 
in  connection  with  housing,  largely  accounted  for  by  the 
work  entailed  in  preparation  of  evidence  in  respect  of  the 
two  clearance  areas  and  improvement  grants. 

A further  seven  pail  closets  were  converted  to  water 
closets  in  1965,  reducing  the  number  of  pail  closets  still  re- 
maining in  the  district  to  182. 

It  is  estimated  that  there  are  still  some  682  houses,  i.e. 
17%  of  all  the  houses  in  the  district,  without  separate  toilet 
facilities,  37%  of  the  houses  in  the  district  are  without  baths 
and  42%  without  wash  basins. 

A number  of  private  water  supplies  gave  cause  for 
alarm  during  the  year,  as  the  number  of  unsatisfactory 
bacteriological  samples  indicates.  Wherever  it  is  feasible  to 
do  so,  users  of  such  supplies  are  persuaded  to  instal  mains 
water.  But  there  are  many  instances  where  this  is  not  possible, 
in  which  case  every  effort  is  made  to  improve  the  supply 
either  by  piping  from  a known  pure  source,  or  by  other 
means.

At  the  end  of  January  Mr.  Dudding,  additional  Public 
Health  Inspector,  left  the  Council’s  service  to  take  up  an 
appointment  in  the  Hebrides  and  his  place  was  taken  in 
March  by  Mr.  K.  Ramsden. 

Salvage  continues  to  be  a useful  source  of  income  to  the 
Council,  the  total  of  all  materials  at  330  tons  being  15  tons 
greater  than  the  previous  year.  The  tonnage  of  waste  paper 
was  approximately  the  same  as  last  year,  the  increase  being 
in  ferrous  metal  and  textiles.  Due  to  increases  m the  price  of 
waste  paper,  the  total  gross  income  at  £2,332  was  £740 
higher  than  in  1964, 

I would  like  to  place  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the 
excellent  assistance  rendered  by  all  my  staff,  technical, 
administrative  and  manual. 

My  sincere  thanks  are  also  tendered  to  Dr.  N.  E.  Gordon, 
your  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  and  to  the  other  chief  officers 
of  the  Council,  who  have  willingly  supplied  certain  informa- 
tion from  their  records  for  inclusion  in  this  report.

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WATER  SUPPLIES 


Four  private  supplies  were  found  to  be  grossly  polluted 
on  routine  sampling.  In  one  case,  involving  4 houses.  Demoli- 
tions Orders  were  subsequently  made  on  the  properties.  In 
another  case  involving  a farm  and  two  cottages,  work  was  in 
progress  at  the  end  of  the  year  to  connect  the  properties  to 
tne  mains  supply.  In  the  remaining  two  cases  action  was  taken 
by  the  owners  to  cleanse  and  protect  the  supplies  and  subse- 
quent sample  were  satisfactory. 

Samples  are  taken  at  six  monthly  intervals  from  the 
Mytholmroyd  and  Flebden  Bridge  mains  supplies  and  from 
the  BirchclifLe  private  supply.  In  November,  the  lead  content 
of  the  Birchcliffe  supply  was  found  to  be  above  the  recognised 
maximum.  Investigations  into  this  supply  were  continuing  at 
the  end  of  the  year.
